it  is,  thm'They  make  the  Crefcent,    which  is^  the 
known  filial  difiinBion  for  thefecond  Son,  to  he  aljb 
the  only  proper  difference  of  the  Grandfon  and  hetr  of 
that  Jeccnd  Son,  and  of  his  heir es  male  ',  and  a  Mul- 
let upon  a  Crefcent,  and  a  Martlet  upm  the  fame 
Mullet   to  he  the  difiinBion  for  a  fourth  Son  of  a 
third  Brother,  whofe  Father  was  the  fecond  Son  of

ANTIENT    USAGE 

In  Bearing  of 

ARMS- 

Hat  thefe  Enfignes  of  Honour,  as  ai^e 
commonly  called  Armes^  which  of 
later  times  have  been  chiefly  ufed  for 
diftindion  of  families,  had  their  ori- 
gnial  from  the  pradife  of  great  Commanders  in 
War,  isnotunknov/nto  the  learned:  for  certain 
It  is;  that  the  faces  of  all  great  military  Officers, 
bemg  obfcured  by  fuch  Hoods  and  Helmets  as 
were  antiently  worn  in  times  of  Battel ;  it  was 
expedient,  that  by  fome  other  meanes  their  per- 
fons  fliould  be  notifyed  to  their  friends  and  fol^ 
lowers,  mcejjity  therefore  recjuiring  it,  they, 
depiaed  upon  their  SheiUs  (  which  were  borne 
for  the  defence  of  their  Bodies )  as  alfo  upon  their 
Surcotes  of  filke,  Banners,  Tenons  &c.  certain 
Badges,  that  might  make  them  known  at  a  di< 
Itancefrom  each  other.  Of  which  fort  thofe  that 
were  mod:  confpicuous ;  viz  CroJJks,  Bends,  Feffis, 
Che<verons,  Saltier s  &c.  all  fingle  cbard^cs 
being  ever  he]d  the  bed. 
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In  bearing  whereof  (as  appeareth  by  divers  old 
Rc//j  of  Armes  )  (iich  order  was  obierved  that  none 
might  alTunie  anothers  markejbut  that  there  (hould 
be  a  plain  and  apparent  difference  in  each  man's 
Sheiidy  Surcote,  Banner^  Penon^  &c.  to  the  end,  that 
upon  any  difordcr  the  common  Souldier  might 
know  his  leader,  and  the  better  repair  to  his  (uc- 
cour  in  cale  of  danger. 

But  thefe  later  times  having  devifed  other 
Ibrts  of  Armour  and  weapons,  both  for  oftence 
and  defence  then  of  old  were  ufed  ,  thofe  marks 
and  Badges  in  Shetlds^  Sur cotes  6cc.  have  been 
for  divers  paft  ages,  as  to  any  (uch  military  pur- 
pofe,  totally  layed  afide  ,  and  fmce  meerly  re- 
tained as  honourary  Enfignes  by  the  Nchility  and 
Gentry  •  efpecially  to  difference  themfelves  and 
their  I'amilies  from  the  vulgar,  and  one  from  a- 
nother  :  as  alfo  to  diftinguifli  the  collateralls 
from  thofe  of  the  principal  ftock  ,  for  if  they  do 
not  (b,  what  do  they  fignify  ;  or  of  what  ufe  are 
they  ?  In  all  which  the  Kings  of  Amies,  in  their 
refpecfive  provinces  were  to  fee  due  order  ob- 
ferved. 

Neverthelefs  fiich  hath  been  the  inadvertencie 
©f  fimdry  Gentlemen,  in  not  regarding  the  ill 
confequence  which  the  breach  of  order  herein 
cloth  produce;  as  that,  going  to  common Payn- 
ters  to  depi61:  uwA  marfliall  their  Ar7ns^  feldom 
any  regular  Differences  have  been  alsigned  by 
them  for  the  delcendents  of   younger  Brothers.' 

W^  -h 
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Which  extravagant  pra^iTe  hath  occafion'd  fuch 
confullon  therein  j  that  this  laudable  and  antient 
ufage  in  bearing  of  Jrms,  on  which  our  forefa- 
thers- did  fet  an  high  efteem,  is  now  overmuch 
fleighted  and  almoft  grov/n  contemptible. 

It  cannot  be  denyed,  but  that  in  the  beft  times 
good  order  was  not  by  every  one  exactly  obfcr- 
ved  ;  for  I  find,  that  in  the  reign  of  Q.  Eliz^ahetb 
there  were  fome  unjuilifiable  pra^rifes  in  this  kind: 
But,  in  this  laft  age,  through  the  liberty  taken 
by  divers  mechanicks  fmce  the  commencement  of 
the  late  unparalleFd  Rebellion,  the  difbrder  herein 
IS-  fb  rar  f^:  read,  as  if  greater  care  be  not  fpeedily 
taken,  f  ich  a  confufion  muft  inevitably  follow, 
that  tk  true  nfe  of  Arms  will  be  utterly  forgot ; 
moft  people  though  of  never  famean  extradion^ 
if  they  obtain  a  little  wealth,  intruding  themlelves 
mto  thefe  Marh  of  Honour >  and  ufurping  what 
"doth  jullly  belong  to  others,  efpcciallv  if  their 
name  doth  found  any  thing  like  that  oi  'a  Gentle- 
man. 

Seeing  therefore  thefe  things  relating  to  Ho- 
mar  to  be  thus  out  of  fquare,  1  have  here  thought 
fit  to  add  to  what  I  have  already  briefly  fayd,  \he 
Authorities  and  opinions  of  the  mod  learned  men 
in  Herauldry  and  Antiqmties  that  this  laif  age  hath 
produced  :  from  whole  writings  I  h/.ve  (eleci:ed 
fbme  particulars,  which  will  amply  corroborate 
what  is  here  aiferted. 

Beginning  with  what  was  publifht  in  print  by 
B-  X  •  Mn 
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Mr.  Wdliatn  Wp-ky  ( a  Stajfordjlnre  Gentleman ) 
a?L  I  ^r  9 1-  (  3  4  -E/^^  •• )  and  intituled  The  true  uje  of 
Armcs^  but  written  by  Sampfon  Erdfwike  then  of 
^anDpn>  in  that  county  Elq;  (  whole  deferved 
fame  for  his  great  knowledg  in  thele  commenda- 
ble Studies  is  ftill  frefh  and  flourifhing  in  all  thole 
parts.  )  * 

Next  proceeding  with  what  I  have  obferved 
from  an  excellent  but  fhort  difcourle  in  elegant 
Latin  De  Origine  et  Antiquitate  Armorum^  written 
likewife  in  the  fame  Q^  Eliz,.  time  (  but  never 
printed  )  by  Rohen  Glo^ver  Efq;  then  Somerfet^ 
Herauld  y  whole  great  abilities  in  this  kind  of 
learning  I  cannot  fufficiently  extoU ;  his  moll 
elaborate  and  judicious  work,  intituled  The  Cata^ 
logue  of  Honour  ,    publifhed    after  his  death  by 

Mr,  Thomas 


"^Iwas  aj^uredhy  Mr.  William  Burton  c/^mtllep 

in  Leicefierflnre  that  Mr.  Erdfwike  did  to  him  ac- 
knoivledge^  he  v^as  the  A^uthor  of  that  Difcourfe^ 
thoi^gh  he ga've  league  to  Mr,  Wyrley  (who  had 
ipcen  bred  up  under  him  )  to  publiJJj  it  in  his  ow7t 
name.  This  Mr.  Erd(\\'ike  from  pulick  Records 
and  antient  E'vidtnces  cG?npiled a  brief  hut  elaborate 
work^  of  the  Antiquities  of  Staffordfhire,  as  yet 
not  made  publick  by  the  pref^,  which  is  now  in  the 
hOfids  of  an  eminent  and  learned  Gentkman  of  that 
Comty,  Walter  Chetmnd  £% 
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Mr.  Thomas  Mills  his  Executor  in  an.  i6io 
and  the  voluminous  Coiledlions  from  our  publick 
Rccorcis,  and  fundry  choice  old  Manufcripts,  as  al- 
fbfrom  original  Charters  and  Evidences  of  note 
(  which  I  my  (elf  have  fecn,  but  which  are  now 
difperft  into  fundry  hands)  fufficiently  letting  forth 
his  great  abihties  therein. 

From  which  difcourfe  ;  viz.  De  Ortgine  et  An- 
tiquitate  Armonim  &c.  I  have  fele6ked  certain 
obfervations ,  and  added  them  to  thi»  Work; 
whereby  his  great  judgment  as  to  this  point  of 
Differences  in  Arms  is  cleerly  fhewed. 

So  likewife  h-om  what  the  learned  Camden.,  Sir 
Henry  Splman  and  others  have  expreilcd  upon 
this  (iibjed  ;  and  given  moft  evident  inftances  of 
the  laudable  pra-flife  of  antient  times  herein. 

I  fhall  begin  with  what  I  find  fo  publifht  by 
Mr.  IVjrky  "(  but  pcnn'd  by  Mr.  Erdfwike  ) 
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To  the  Right  Honourable  //;^  L  O  R  D  s 
and  others  the  f  rofelfors  of  Mar- 
tial Vifcipline* 

Nobles  and  Gentlemen,  T  will  falute  you 
with  a  fentence  of  mine  Author  Sir 
yohn  Frojfard,  The  ad-ventures  of  Arms 
{  faith'  he  )  arefo  divers^  andfo  far  oftentimes  be- 
yond  expe^ation,  as  that  their  effeBs  caufeth  great 
admiration  :  which  faying  of  his,  caufed  me  with 
the  more  attention  to  read  over  his  works,  and 
finding  the  fame  moft  truly  profecuted  through 
the  whole  courfe  of  his  Hiftory,  but  efpacially  in 
the  a6i:ions  and  adventures  of  two  famous  Cap- 
tains Sage  and  Imaginative,  the  one  Sir  yohn 
Chandos  ,  and  the  other  Sir  f  John  Gray  Hie  by 
name  (  commonly  called  the  Caftall  de  Buz)  it  de- 
h'ghtcd  me  (  as  a  lover  of  Honour  and  chevalry  ) 
to  note  *  down  their  feveral  fortunes  with  lome 
reafbns  of  their  fall  s. 

1  have  been  careful  to  fet  down  (  as  my  manner

IS  )  the  Standards ,  Fennons  ,  Cote-armours  ;  and 
other  marks  of  Honour^  to  the  end  it  may  pub- 
lickly  be  known  of  what  necefsity  the  u(e  of  them 
is,  (as  being  for  that  caufe  fir  ft  ordained  ;  )  how 
and  in  what  manner  they  are  to  be  ufed,  and  to 
whom  they  do  of  right  moft  chiefly  and  pro- 
perly appertain  and  belong.  And  thefe  matters 
being  well  cone  eived  (  as  indeed  without  fuch 
Tokens  no  martial  dilcipline  can  be  exercifed,  no 
Army  ranged,  no  attempt  of  any  company  at- 
chieved  ^  and  (b  (  by  cnnfequence )  no  conqucfl: 
made,  nor  lb  much  as  any  Common- wealth  (what- 
Ibever  )  defended,  neither  ftom  outward  enem.ies, 
civil  difcord,  nor  the  rebellion  of  any  plebeiaft 
rout. 

Be  the  fame  never  fo  fimple,  rude,  or  of  fmall 
efteem  it  will  ( 1  hope  )  reduce  into  eftimation  a 
matter  both  of  Honour,  order ,  and  Necefsity, 
which  now  ( through  the  abufe  thereof  J  is  ix> 
far  run  into  contempt,  as  that  ( of  many  men  ) 
it  is  holden  for  a  thing  of  no  price,  but  thought 
to  be  a  very  mockery,  and  a  matter  of  no  other 
fcquence,  then  to  fet  up  vain  and  fantaftical 
glorious  fellows  into  a  pride,  and  to  draw  from 
them  fbme  (mall  fummes  to  certain  perfbns  into  an 
office  inftituted,  which  no  doubt  was  hj  the 
wlfeft  and  bell  governed  ftates  at  the  firft  deviled, 
and  generally  by  all  of  any  poUicy  received »  to  a 
moft  necellary  end  :  yet  think  they  (  as  it  is  now 
in  ule  )  it  (erveth  but  only  for  thatpurpofe.  And 
B4.  indeed 
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indeed  I  muft  by  the  way  complain,  that  certain 
of  the  faid  officers  (  or  others  pertaining  to  them) 
either  for  want  of  skill  or  maintenance,  or  other- 
y/ife  for  their  gain,  have  committed  faults  not 
juftifiable,  whereby  they  have  brought  a  matter 
of  great  Honour  into  defame,  and  injured  there- 
by the  Commonwealth,  and  brought  both  others- 
that  have  managed  thofe  affairs  with  more  dil^ 
cretion,  and  themielves  into  obloquy. 

But  thefe  faults  and  errors,  and  fome  others  alfa 
( fpoken  of  in  this  dedication  infrituted  to  that 
purpofe  )  will  in  the  handling  of  this  matter 
more  ealily  appear,  and  the  thing  be  (I hope) 
reformed,  cither  by  the  good  endeavors  which 
the  officers  ( underftanding  thereof)  will  ufe,  or 
elfe  by  the  magiftrate ,  when  he  (hall  have 
knowkdg  of  fuch  the  abufes  as  he  may  be  in- 
formed of. 

And  firll  that  Guydhomes^  Enftgnes^  and  marh., 
6f  Armory  be  of  necefsity,  let  it  be  but  confidered 
whether  wars  be  fbmetirres  of  necefsity  to  be 
taken  in  hand  or  not;  and  lurely  I  think  there 
II  none  of  (b  <vtvY  mean  capacity,  but  will  yeild 
onto  it  that  they  be  ;  efpecially  defenfive,  and  in 
lome  cafes  al(6  offcnfive  ;  which  as  a  thing  granted 
I  will  overpafs. 

And  when  I  fiy  farther,  that  wars  being  law- 
ful and  of  necefsity,  it  mull  alio  be  granted,  that 
the  fame  mud  be  made  by  companies  and  bands 
of  men,  over  which  feme  mull  command,  and 

the 
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tfce  reft  obey,  and  then  will  it  follow,  that  for 
the  ordering  and  di^^iding  of  thofe  to  the  belt 
advantage.  Standards  and  Banners  miift  be  allotted 
to  every  company,  to  the  end  they  may  draw 
together  in  their  ftrength  ,  and  perform  fuch 
a6lions  as  they  {hall  be  commanded ,  thus  may  you 
fee  the  neccfiity. 

And  for  the  u(e  ,  it  doth  al(b  appear,  that 
fithence  fbme  muft  be  commanders,  it  is  of  impor- 
tance that  they  be  known,  both  by  the  perfons 
over  whom  they  command,  and  generally  by  all ; 
and  that  fb  perfpicuoufly  that  upon  every  fudden 
occurrent,  themeaneft  and'fimplefl;  common  fbul- 
dier  may  thereby  know  every  particular  officer, 
and  captain  that  hath  charge  .-  for  which  pur- 
pofc  our  Anceflors  device  was,  that  fuch  men 
fhould  wear  fbme  fuch  coat  of  mark  over  his  Ar- 
mor, as  whereby  they  might  be  eafily  difcerncd,  to 
be  the  fame  perfons  which  indeed  they  were  :  and 
where  fomtimes  (  when  cccafion  fo  offered  itfclF) 
they  were  forced  to  ufe  Pavifhes  for  their  de- 
fence, v/hercby  a  great  part  of  the  mark  wliich 
was  upon  their  vedure  ,  was  fliadov/ed  from 
fight,  it  was  thought  necefiary  that  their  marks 
fliould  be  alfb  laid  upon  their  fhields :  the  com- 
manders of  Hor(e-men  ( their  fa'ces  being  for  the 
moft  part  covered  )  they  added  to  the  creils  of 
their  Helmets  fome  further  diflinclion  to  be  the 
better  ahfo  known  by  :  Thus  much  for  the  ordi- 
nance and  u(e  of  Armory. 

And 
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And  hereby  alfb  may  it  appear  to  whom  they  do 
properly  belong  and  appertain,  namely,  to  Kings, 
Princes ,  Archbifhops ,  Bifhops  ,  Earls,  Barons, 
Lords  of  provinces  and  fees ,  Knights ,  officers 
in  the  Army,  Navy  or  peece,  and  generally  to 
all  that  have  charge  over  Bands  and  companies  of 
fouldicrs. 

And  nov/  fithence  from  henceforth  many  of  my 
Speeches  will  tend  to  the  difcovery  of  liich  things 
as  I  take  to  be  abufcd,  erronious,  or  faulty,  where- 
in I  may  peradventure  not  fquare  in  opinion  with 
Ibme  others ;  and  being  my  felf  no  officer  or  of 
any  authority,  whereby  I  fhould  have  cauie  to 
deal  in  thefe  affairs,  I  will  therefore  firll  befeech 
your  Honours,  and  all  others  to  whom  it  may 
appertain,  that  if  any  thing  {hall  pafs  my  pen 
v/hich  fhall  be  oflenfive,  that  they  will  conceive 
no  v/orfe  of  it  then  I  mean,  which  is  but  to  bring 
thele  matters  of  Armory  into  queftion  ;  to  the 
end  that  if  any  thing  be  amifs  (  as  1  for  my  part 
think  that  many  things  are  )  that  then  the  fame 
may  be  reformed ;  but  if  happily  I  miftake,  that 
then  it  would  pleafe  fuch  as  be  of  judgment  or 
skill,  to  justifie  the  fame  as  well  done,  and  I  fhall 
moft  willingly  yield  to  authority  and  reafbns. 

And  fb  not  fpeaking  but  under  corredlion,  I 
fay  that,  firft  I  tind  (  as  I  conceive  )  fbme  blame 
to  be  imputed  in  your  felves  which  be  profefTed 
Ibuldiers,  that  where  your  anceftors  and  all  others 
generally  did   in  their  Standards  ,  Bamurs^  and    .^ 

Temwns     i 
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Pe»»o;^;  fhew  forth  to  the  view  and  face  of  the 
enemy,  certain  fair,  antient,  and  known  marks, 
which  their  elders  for  the  moft  part  had  ufually 
before  time  carried,  or  at  leaft  themfelves  had 
then  taken  ( if  they  but  then  were  in  their  rifing 
age  )  whereby  their  own  people  were  in  a  goodly 
decent  order  condu6ted  and  led,  and  their  enemies 
very  much  terrified,  when  they  fhouldfee  thofc 
marks  fhewed  forth  j  the  owners  whereof  had  in 
their  memories  by  plain  feat  of  Arms  overthrown 
their  parents,  or  happely  themfelves,  beaten 
them  out  of  the  field,  razed  doAvn  their  caftels 
and  fortreffes,  fackcd  their  towns  and  cities^wafted 
and  fpoiled  their  countries,  ranfbmed  their  people, 
and  generally  fb  daunted  and  amazed  them> 
that  it  was  fometimcs  found  to  be  true,  that  very 
bare  names  of  (ome  valiant  perfons  overcame 
whole  Armies :  I  can  but  blame  you  of  all  forts, 
which  fhall  make  choice  of  Banners  (  which  you 
call  colors  }  fb  cMrtein-Wkc  and  fb  far  trom  all  due 
order  of  Ancient  bearing  as  may  be  •  and  for  your 
parts  which  are  defcended  fr^m  Ancestors  of 
mark,  I  would  be  glad  to  hear  any  reafbn  from 
you,  to  what  end  you  fhould  lay  the  fame  afide, 
and  make  choice  of  a  curtem  in  the  place  there- 
of 

And  you  others  ( whofe  wifdom  and  valure 
have  gained  you  the  reputation  of  a  charge  )  I 
would  gladly  alib  hear  from  you  what  fhould 
move  you  to  be  of  that  mind,  as  not  to  take  fbme 

convenient 
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convenient  mark,  fuch  a  one  as  may  be  thought 
meet  by  authority  for  you,  whereby  you  may 
gain  an  honour,  both  to  your  felvcs  and  your 
poflerity,  and  by  your  good  ufage  thereof  much 
enlarge  the  reputation,  you  have  by  your  valours 
obtained. 

An  other  thing  that  is  amiis,  as  I  take  it , 
and  hath  great  need  to  be  reformed,  is  the 
quartering  of  many  Marks  in  one  fineU,  coat^ 
or  Banner  ,  for  fithence  it  is  true,  that  fuch  Marks 
ferve  to  no  other  ufe  but  for  a  commander  to  lead 
by,  or  to  be  knov/n  by,  it  is  of  necefsity  that 
the  famxc  be  apparent,  fair,  and  eafie  to  be  dif^ 
cerned  ,  ib  that  the  quartering  of  many  of  them 
together,  doth  hinder  the  ufe  for  which  they  arc 
provided.  As  how  is  it  pofsible  for  a  plain  un- 
learned m.an  (  who  may  be  as  good  a  louldier  in 
i(>me  refpecls  as  the  beft  )  to  dilcem  and  know  a 
funder,  fix  or  eight,  (  what  fpeak  I  of  fix  or 
eight  ?  )  fbmetimes  thirty  or  forty  leveral  marks 
cluflered  all  together  in  one  ^nchl  cr  Bam7cr,  nay 
though  he  had  as  good  skill  as  Rckrt  Gh-vcr  late 
So77?erfet  that  dead  is,  and  the  eyes  of  an  Eagk^, 
amongil:  (uch  a  confnfion  of  things,  yet  fhould 
Ive  never  be  able  to  decipher  the  errors  that  are 
daily  committed  in  this  one  point,  nor  diicern 
or  know  one  Banner  or  Standard  from  another, 
be  thefiime  never  1?)  large  ? 

So  that  except  it  be  to  be  miadc  in  a  pedigree 
ordefcentto  lock  up  inaa  evidence  cheil,  thereby  . 

to 
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to  fliew  mens  titles  to  their  lands  or  the  Alliences 
and  kindreds  of  their  houles ;  otherwiie  (  as  I 
(ay  )  I  fee  not  to  any  ufe  in  the  world  they  (ervei 
Ipecially  (b  many  together  to  be  made  upon  a 
mans  'uefiure^  Target  or  Banner '^  and  therefore 
I  could  wifh  that  every  man  would  content  him- 
lelf  with  his  own  peculiar  coat  of  name,  and  not 
to  ufe  above  one  quartered  therewith  at  the 
mofl :  which  one  yet  doth  not  fb  much  trouble 
the  capacity  of  a  man ,  but  that  he  may  both 
know  and  difcern  a  Banner  oxfineld  well  enough. 
And  this  one  do  I  the  rather  eilcem  well  of  to  be 
born,  for  that  a  Prince  or  Noble  man  making 
challenge  or  title  to  any  Country  (for  which 
he  is  forced  to  make  wars  before  he  can  obtain 
it )  it  will  be  a  goodly  thing  for  him  to  fhew 
forth  his  Standard  of  the  Arms  of  that  Country 
quartered  with  his  own  amongft  thofe  people 
which  in  reafbn  and  conference  owe  him  dutv 
and  obedience,  to  the  end  that  they  may  thereby 
be  the  fboner  induced  to  iubmit  thcmfelves 
to  their  true  and  lawful  Soverain,  as  his  rubje61:s. 

And  for  that  caufe  (  as  I  take  it )  King  Edward 
the  third  and  his  valiant  Tons  devifed  and  fliewed 
-forth  the  Arms  of  France  and  England  quartered 
together,  and  although  my  Authour  faith  that 
Jaq^ties^  Darfvell^    was  the  firft  devifer  thereof, 

yet 

*  This  Jaqucs  d'  Arvell  was  a  voe/zlthy  Citizen  efG2im,andhad 
^rcat  intereji  and  authority  in  Flanders  under  K.  Edw.  3.  in 
4fjpoJition  to  th  Frencii,  as  the  Hiji.  of  that  time  do  amply  JI:sw, 
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yet  will  I  not  believe  otherwife,  but  that  tKe 
principal  reaibns  that  led  the  King  thereto,  was 
to  make  known  the  juftnefs  of  his  title  to  that 
kingdom  where  he  then  intended  to  make  wars. 

But  now  it  may  be  obje6ted,  fithence  a  Prince 
or  great  Lord  may  have  title  to  feveral  Countries, 
that  therefore  it  is  neceffary  for  him  to  beare  all 
(uch  tokens  or  marks  as  he  hath  title  too  :  To 
this  I  anfwer,  that  although  I  could  yeild  to  them 
(  but  that  it  will  bring  the  eonfufion  aforefaid  ) 
yet  is  it  of  no  fuch  necefsity,  for  that  a  man'  needs 
to  (hew  his  title  but  onely  to  them  whom  he  means 
to  fubdue  :  and  if  it  fhould  fortune  that  he  had 
title  to  divers  and  feveral  countries,  and  that  he 
would  make  wars  to  ths^m  ail  at  once,  yet  fhould 
it  not  be  needful  to  him  to  (hew  forth  any  more 
marks  quartered  in  one  Standards  but  onely  unto 
every  ievcral  Country  the  Arms  of  that  nation 
(Tjuartered  with  his  own. 

But  this  being  the  cale:  of  Kings  and  Princes, 
whnein  (  amongft  others  )  our  moll  famous  , 
noble  and  worthy  Kings  and  princes  of  this  land, 
have  Ihewed  themfelves  mo  if  prudent  and  wile  • 
t( »  v/hat  purpofc  is  it,  that  others  bring  out  com- 
mander? under  their  prince,  and  which  of 'hem- 
feives  have  neither  title  to  country  nor  are  able 
U)  maintain  wars,  fhould  in  their  princes  lervice 
pt  i:er  their  Baymtrs  'a.ndfiklds  with  (uch  an  infinite 
number  as  many  do  ? 

And'  in  this  .point  I  cannot  enough  commend 

the 
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tfie  Baron  of  Stafford^  who  herein  flicweth  his 
great  skill  and  temperance  ;  for  although  his 
Anceftors  have  had  tit  e  to  quarter  the  marks  oi 
that  va'iant  Thomas  of  Woodfiock  (  youngell  (on 
of  King  Edivard  the  third  )  Earl  of  Buckingham 
and  Duke  of  Giocefier ;  of  Bohune  Earl  of  Here" 
ford  and  Northamton  and  high  Cunftable  oi  En- 
gland: and  alio  of  that  great  houfe  of  Somerfet^ 
which  by  their  anceftors  John  Earl  of  Somerfet^ 
(  younger  fbn  to  John  of  Gaunt  )  dcfcended  from 
the  fame  king  Edward  the  third,  (I  omit  to  fpcak 
of  divers  Barons  and  others  of  great  ef^ate,  whofe 
heires  both  with  revenue  and  honor  enlarged 
greatly  his  family  )  yet  the  (aid  Baron  contents 
himfelf  with  the  paternal  mark  of  his  houfe. 

It  were  to  be  wifhed  that  this  matter  of  ,^ar- 
tering  fhould  be  reformed  3  as  well  for  untruths 
therein  oftentimes  committed,  as  for  the  titles 
that  may  be  brought  in  queflion  thereby  to  lands 
and  Heritages :  And  as  being  one  of  the  chiefeft 
things  that  bringcih  honour  of  Armory  into  di(- 
grace :  for  not  long  ago  heard  1  one  fpeak  in 
this  manner ,  Did  I  not  (  quoth  he )  knew  the 
grandfather  of  this  man  (  fpeaking  of  the  owner 
of  a  Scuchion  wherein  were  quartered  many 
marks)  to  f ur chafe  hy  flain  patent  (a'lhouch  he 
never  were  man  at  Armes  )  loth  his  coat  and  ere  ft 
'within  thefe  forty  ycars^  and  how  com<s  it  nov^  to 
Jafi  that  I  fee  his  nephew  in'vcjted  in  all  thts  Armory  ?  ' 
(  numbring  many  and  divers  feveral  devices,  all 

in 
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in  one  flileld,  by  way  oi  quartering  )  ^tliis  being 
a  very  mockery  to  fee  a  man  of  no  valour  or 
eftimation  in  warlike  affairs,  and  the  paternal  An- 
ceftors  of  whom  (for  ought  that  can  be  proved) 
were  not  in  any  late  age  welders  of  Arms,  to 
entrude  themfelves  into  fo  many  Badges  of  Ar- 
mory, is  not  the  leaf):  matter  to  bring  into  con- 
tempt an  order  fo  honourable  and  ncceffary  as  the 
bearing  of  Arms  is. 

Differences  in  Arms  to  younger  children^  and  their 
Defcendents, 

Another  matter  that  to  my  underftanding  is 
alfo  to  be  reformed,  is  the  manner  of  differ ings^ 
which  are  by  the  younger  Brothers  and  their 
pofterities  laid  upon  their  mkrks,  being  creffants, 
molkts^  &c.  and  that  fuch  httle  ones,  as  that  a 
man  cannot  difcern  them  a  very  (hiall  diilance 
from  him,  which  differences  are  in  reafbn  to  be 
made  fair,  plain,  and  large ,  that  they  may  be 
alio  as  eafic  to  be  dilcover'd  as  any  other  Devile 
that  is  in  the  Coat^  Shield^  or  Banner^  otherwife 
they  ferve  not  to  the  purpofe  for  which  marks  were 
firil  ordained. 

And  the  inconvenience  which  enfaeth  of  this 
error  will  the  more  eafily  -appear,  if  I  but  fet  you 
down  the  words  of  mine  Author  ( treating  of  an 
accident  that  happened  in  fuch  a  cafe )  which

For  thefe  Honours  being  led  by  Sir  William  Bai* 
kul  thought  m  the  ftir  and  bufmefs  to  have  come 
to  his  Banner  hearing  »the  furname  of  Moriens 
called  upon  ;  and  feeing  as  they  fuppofed,  their 
captains  enfigne,  and  the  difference  of  Sir  Robert, 
being  the  younger  Brother,  but  a  little  cro/  upon 
the  upper  cheuron,  they   could  not  appercieve  ;  fo 
that  the   moll  of  them  were  either  flain   or  ta- 
ken,   and  the  elder   Brother  (  the  Knight  their 
leader)  was  g!ad  to  favc  himfeif  as  well  as  he 
might ;  The  Lord  of  Cowcie  fon  in  law  to  King 
Ed7vard  the  third,  fiiffcred  alfo  reproch    through 
the  hard  dealings   oF  the    Lord  o^  Chine ,    who 
railed  his  Banner  againfl:  certain  Englifhmen  of  Sir 
Hugh  Caveltys  company,being  either  the  fame  that 
Co7vcies  was,  or  the  difference  (6  fmall   as  might 
aot  be  difcerncd,  v/hereby    the  faid  Lord  Coii;cy 
dioughhewcreablcntas  fir  as  Aufirich^  had  dii- 
C  honour 
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honour  fpoken  of  him,  as  in  the  difcourfe  *  of  the 
Capital  I  have  touched. 

Thus  then  having  fhewed,  by  example,  the 
harm  and  inconvenience,  that  cannot  but  many 
times  happen,  through  the  littlenefs  and  nicenefs 
of  fiich  differences,  1  have  thought  it  not  amils  to 
lay  before  you  the  differings  that  antiquity  ufed, 
that  by  comparing  them  together,  you  may  dil^ 
cern  the  great  wildom  of  our  anceftors,  and  our 
own  imperfe6lions  in  this  point,  for  want  ot  due 
Gonfideration :  which  was  done  at  the  firft  by 
changing  of  the  device  born  into  other  colors  only; 
but  wh  en  that  would  notXufficc  for  the  number 
of  leaders  f  many  times  all  of  one  houfe  J  then 
were  they  forced  to  vary  their  marks  by  adding 
of  either  Barsj  Bends^  cheurons,  cheefes^  quarters^ 
Borders^  labels^  lofinges^  or  llich  like,  and  very 
leldome  fhould  you  fee  in  thofe  times  crejjant , 
TKoUety  or  iuch  like  (mall  thing  born  iror  a  dif-. 
ference ;  and  if  any  did,  yet  was  the  lame  fb  large 
and  fair  that  it  might  be  fecn  as  well  as  any  o- 
ther  device  which  fhould  be  in  the  Shield  or  Ban- 
ner. And  for  the  proof,  I  will  give  you  the  ex- 
ample but  of  one  houfe  onely  for  your  better 
information  ( though  I  could  do  the  like  of  many 
others  )  namely,  that  of  the  BaJ/hs,  who  indeed 
fin  my  judgment  )  varied  their  marks  of  honouf  ^ 
very  finely  and  that  upon  good  refpc6i:  :

Thus  have  1  fet  down  unto  you  ( thouo-h  fbme- 
thing  tcdioufly  )  the  ufc  that  antiquity  followed 
in  a  very  glorious  line,  for  Lords,  Knights  and 
Gentlemen,  which  flourifhed  divers  hundreds  of 
years  lithence;  And  you  may  fee  that  thefe  men 

( though 
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('though  they  were  many  of  them  great  Barons ) 
were  not  afliamed  of  their  Differences,  but  laid 
them  forth  largely  to  the  view  ;  neither  do  I 
efteem  it  a  fhame  whereby  any  man  fhould  covet 
to  hide  the  feme,  to  be  defcended  as  a  younger 
Brother,  fithence  that  every  Brother  f  having 
the  Hke  parents )  is  as  well  defcended  as  the  eldeft, 
and  therefore  as  good  a  Gentleman  ( though  not 
fb  rich  )  as  he.  And  the  more  is  his  honour,  if 
without  the  help  which  by  reafon  of  his  patri- 
mony the  elder  hath,  he  can  advance  himlelf 
into  place  of  office  or  dignity,  whereby  he  may 
raife  an  other  flouriihing  family  of  the  fame  fur- 
name  :  and  therefere  you  my  mailers  that,  be 
younger  Brothers,  never  hide  your  Differences  by 
putting  forth  a  little  crejjant  or  a  peeping  mollet, 
but  ufe  fbme  fair  large  device,  fithence  in  truth 
your  eftimation  is  by  your  rifmg  to  be  had  in  as 
'good  a  regard  as  if  you  we 'e  the  elden 

And  now  being  in  fpeech  of  younger  Brothers 
and  their  differences,  1  have  oblerved  two  kinds 
of  them  which  antiquity  u(ed,  (befides  the  afore- 
fsLid )  one  was,  that  fuch  as  were  advanced  by 
Kings,  Princes,  or  other  great  Lords,  did  many 
times  bear  fbme  part  of  the  device  of  him  who 
advanced  them ,  by  way  of  addition  unto  the 
mark  of  their  own  family ,  which  ferved  very 
aptly  to  dillinguifh  them  from  their  elder  houfc. 

The  other  was,  that  divers  did  add  unto  the 
mark  of  their  own  houfe,  fome  part  of  tlie  de- 
vice 
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vice  of  that  family  from  which  their  mothers  deA 
cended  ;  and  both  thefc  two  kinds  of  dilFerings 
are  (in  my  mind)  greatly  to  be  commended, 
not  only  for  that  they  may  be  made  large  and 
apparent,  and  for  that  caufe  icrvc  very  properly 
to  the  ufe  for  which  Badges  are  ordained,  but 
alio  that  the  one  makes  manifeft  a  greatful  mind 
( in  him  that  is  advanced  J  to  his  prince  or  lord 
of  whom  he  received  benefit,  and  by  reafon  there- 
of linketh  them  together  in  a  kind  of  amity,which 
feldom  or  never  is  worn  out,  and  by  that  means 
a  great  ftrengthening  it  is  unto  both  Houfes. 

Theothet  not  only  ferveth  to  unite  the  fami- 
lies which  have  matched  together  in  the  forefaid 
love  and  amity,  and  thereby  worketh  the  like  ef- 
h6t ;  but  befides  it  /hewcth  the  certainty  of  the 
defcending  of  the  (aid  younger  Brother  out  of 
both  the  faid  Houfes,  and  al(b  giveth  knowledg 
of  the  time  thereof,  whereby  if  any  title  of  in- 
heritance be  at  any  time  cart  upon  the  younger 
Brother,  either  defcending  from  anceftor  of  the 
fathers  fide,  or  mothers,  it  giv^es  him  a  teflimony 
of  his  title,  and  witnefTeth  unto  the  world  the 
truth  of  that  defcent  by  the  continual  bearing 
of  that  device,  fb  thatrfhis  kind  may  (many  times) 
work  profit  to  the  bearer,  and  avoid  many  trou- 
bles and  fuits ;  and  therefore  into  one  of  thefe 
kind  of  differings  could  I  wifh  our  younger  Bro- 
thers, which  from  henceforth  (hall  be  advanced, 
to  inveff  themfelves,  as  being  both  honourable, 
fair,  certain,  and  profitable.  But 
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But  now  it  may  be  obje6i:ed,  that  the  order 
m  ufe  (heweth  plainly  enough  the  diveriity  of 
Brothers,  as  the  crejfant  a  lecond,  the  mollet  the 
third,  that  by  this  means  the  matters  are  made 
certain.  To  this  I  anfwer,  that  firfl:  the  time 
is  not  (  by  this  means )  fignified,  neither  can  it 
be  known  which  of  the  CreJJant-he^rers  was  the 
Uncle  or  Nephew.  And  further,  it  is  a  very  uiual 
matter  for  every  new  Rifer  at  this  day,  if  he  can 
find  that  there  is  any  of  the  like  Surname  that 
beareth  mark,  prefently  to  udirp  the  fame  with  a 
Crejfant,  or  fome  fuch  difference,  fb  that  (for  my 
own  part  )  I  do  feldom  credit  fuch.  kind  oJt  difFcr- 
ings  nor  their  bearers,  unlefs  it  be  by  (bme  other 
teftimony  or  proof  made  manifeft,  which  cannot 
be  counterfetted  fb  well  in  the  other  device,  ex- 
cept the  rifer  fliould  be  throughly  acquainted  with 
the  deicent  of  him  whole  hne  he  feeketh  to  intrude 
himfelf  into. 

And  befides,  it  may  be  the  fboner  efpied  by  them 
of  the  true  line  and  forbidden  ;  nor  the  other 
dare  (  for  fear  thereof  )  fb  fbon  venture  the  com- 
mitting of  a  falfity.  But  what  a  confufion  is  it 
when  you  (hall  fee  the  fecond  of  a  fecond  Brother, 
and  fbmetimes  an  other  fecond  from  him,  to  duller 
one  Crejfant  upon  an  other  ;  many  times  three  or 
four,  one  on  horfcback  upon  an  other ,  v/here  as 
by  the  aforefaid  bearing  of  the  difference  from 
the  Prince,  Lord,  or  mothers  family,  a  man  may 
better  dillinguifii  the  Brothers    and    (et  down 

lor 
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for  a  (econd,  a  third ,  and  fourth,  &:c 

And  after  from  thole  again,  in  a  fairer,  larger, 
and  more  apparent  manner  :  and  the  more  apt 
am  I  to  fpeak  againft  thefe  ordinary  Dijferences  (  as 
they  are  called  )  knowing  them  to  be  but  new, 
inventions,  and   any  of  them  as  ordinaries  (  in 
Fafhion  as  now  they  are )   never  u(ed  before  the 
time  of  King  Henry  the  fixt  ^  before  which  time 
men  were  much  more  wary  and  difcreet  in  bearing 
of  their  marks,  and  in  forefeeing  that  no  intru- 
ders fhould  enter  into  their  families ;    nor  that 
any  fhould  lay   away  or  remove  their  Dijferings 
without  fpecial  warrant  or  licenfe  of  them  that 
thereby  might  be  prejudiced  :  for  a  LabeU  being 
inuch  in  uTe  for  the  heire  apparent  ( to  wear  as 
his  differeucc  during  his  fathers  life  )   v/as  feldom 
removed  to  the  fecond  Brother,  but  when  the  in- 
heritance went  unto  the  daughters  of  the  elder 
Brother ,  and  then  the  fecond  was  permitted  to 
bear  the  fame    for  his  Difference-^  as  being  the 
heire  male  of  his  family  and  as  one  that  remained 
in  expedancy  ;   yet  might   not  the  fecond  Bro- 
ther ufe  to  intrude  himlelf  into  the  abfblute  figns 
ofhishoufe  (  the  inheritance  being  in  his  neeces 
or  kinfwomen  )  as  appeared  in  the  cafe  between 
Gray  of  Ruthine  and  Hafimgs  v/hich  v/as  this  : 

John  Lord  Hafttngs  married  to  his  firfl:  wife 
Iz,ahell  one  of  the  fillers  and  heires  ofjimery  de 
Vallence  Earl  of  Venhrooke^  by  whom  he  had  iffue 
John  Hafiings,  (  after  Earl  o^Fenlrooke)  Elizabeth, 

(married 
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(  married  to  Roger  Lord  Gray  of  Ruthin  )  and 
Ibme  other  children  which  needs  not  to  be  (po- 
ken  of;  for  that,  as  I  take  it,  all  the  Hnes  of  them 
fail'd  before  the  extinguifhing  of  the  line  of  the 
faid  John  Earl  of  Fenhrooke.  After  (  iuch  ifllie 
being  had)  the  faid  Iz>abel  Fallence  dicd^'dnd  the  (aid 
John  Lord  HaHings  took  to  a  (econd  wife  Iz^abel 
the  Daughter  of  Hugh  Spenfer^  by  whom  he  had 
iilue  Hugh  Hafimgs,  and  Thomas,  and  then  died, 
and  left  as  heir  John  his  fon  by  his  firft  Wife 
(  who  was  Earl  of  Fenhrooke ,  as  I  have  faid, 
ere(!>ed  by  rcafbn  of  his  mothers  inheritance  ) 
which  John  Earl  of  Fenhrooke  married  and  had 
ifTue  another  Earl  of  Fenhrooke,  who  alfb  mar- 
ried and  had  ifllie  a  third  Earl  of  Fenhrooke; 
but  in  the  end  all  the  line  of  the  faid  John  Hafi- 
ings  ( firft  Earl  of  Fenhrooke  of  that  family ) 
failing,  there  arole  a  queftion  betwixt  the  Heirs 
of  Roger  Gr^y ^and  Eliz^aheth  his  wife  being  filler 
(  of  the  whole  blood  )  and  the  Heirs  of  Hugh 
Hafiings  brother  (  of  the  half  blood  )  to  the  iaid 
John  Earl  of  Fenhrooke,  for  the  inheritance  of 
the  Hafiings. 

But  Gray  recovering  the  fame  (  by  the  law 
that  faith,  Fojfeffio  fratris  de  feodo  ftmflici  facit  fc- 
rorem  ejje  haredem)  called  the  i^'id  Hafiings  alfo 
(  having  removed  the  difference  of  his  mark  for 
that  he  was  then  heir  male  of  that  houfej  into 
the  Court  of  chevalry,  and  there  having  a  judge- 
meat  agralnft  him,  the  faid  Hafiings  was  compel- 
led 
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led  to  ufe  a  Difference  (  whichw  as  a  Label  of filver)  i 
upon  his  mark,  a  fair  red  jleeve  of  his  Ladies  upon 
his  golden  njefiure :  lince  which  the  heirs  of  that 
younger  family  have  u(ed  ^the  (aid  Lahell  even,  un- 
til this  our  age. 

So  that  you  may  (ee  by  this,  that  the  law  was 
then  taken  to  be  fuch,  that  fuch  an  heir  male  as 
h  .d  not  the  inheritance  of  his  Anceilors  fhould  not 
be  fuffercd  to  bear  his  mark  without  diftindlion , 
for  it  ftiould  feem  (  by  this )  that  the  iflue  of  them 
that  had  married  the  heir  general  of  any  family 
C  being  by  reaibn  thereof  poffeffed  of  the  lands  ) 
had  not  only  an  intereil  in  the  Arms,  but  might 
alfo  brbid  any  man  the  bearing  thereof 

There  is  al(b  another  matter  out  of  fquare , 
which  is,  that  every  man  that  obtaineth  large 
pofkfslons,  (  whether  the  fame  be  acquired  by  his 
judgment  in  law,  traffick  in  merchandize,  or  any 
other  mean  )  yea  although  never  any  of  his  pro- 
genitors, f  from  whom  he  can  derive  himfelf^ 
had  the  charge  to  lead  men  of  Arms,  will  yet 
at  this  day  intrude  themfelves  into  the  Badges 
and  marks  offouldiers:  for  although  fuch  as  be 
defcended  from  men  of  martial  difcipline,  have 
an  intereft  in  their  anceftors  marks  (  amongft  o- 
ther  their  goods  j  and  therefore  may  fhew  forth 
the  fame  to  their  predeceffors  glory,  and  their 
own  (  in  refpedt  of  their  defcent )  yet  fuch  men 
as  rife  by  their  fciences,  judgments,  or  skill  in 
Other  arts,  affairs,  of  trades  ( although  they  be 

to 
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to  be  reverenced  for  their  wi(dom  and  praifeful 
a6tions5  and  had  in  honour  anlwerable  to  their 
vertues  and  dignities  )  have  yet  little  to  do  with 
the  marks  or  Badges  of  ibldiers. 

For  altho  a  reverend  Judg,  that  hath  miniftred 
law  and  juftice  a  long  time  (  and  that  (b  long  as 
that  thereby  to  his  great  glory  )  he  hath  ob- 
tained reputation,  -wealth,  and  revenue,  is  to  be 
had  in  high  eftimation,  and  in  refpei^  thereof 
to.have  allowed  him  Ibme  note  or  mark  of  Honour 
fit  for  his  calling,  yet  (  to  my  fimple  judgment ) 
the  fame  fhould  be  dilpofed  unto  iiim  after  the 
old  Roman  order,  by  fignifying  the  manner  of 
his  riiing,  rather  then  to  put  a  corfekt  on  his 
back,  a  Burgcnet  on  his  head,  a  Target  an  his 
Arm,  and  a  Sword  by  his  fide,  being  things  that 
would  cumber  greatly  the  good  old  man  to  u(c, 
either  for  his  own  defence,  or  but  to  fhew  ( by 
way  of  triumph )  for  his  glory,  fithence,  neither 
is  it  tolerable  (  by  reafon  of  his  age  )  nor  in  his 
youth  did  he  exercife  himielf  in  welding  there- 
of. 

And  as  thefe  things  are  unfccming  for  him  to 
wear,  no  more  can  I  lee  any  reafon  why  he  lliould 
deck  up  the  moniments  of  his  houfe  with  fuch 
ligns  or  tokens,  except  he  can  derive  himfelf  from 
an  anceftor  that  hath  had  the  ufe  of  fuch  things, 
and  then  (to  (et  them  Ibrth  as  a  glory  -to  his  de- 
ceafed  parent )  will  greatly  augment  the  regard 
of  his  rifing,  which  rifmg  yet  (of  it  felf )  is  a  (iif- 

ficient 
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fie  lent  Honour,  tlie  fame  b.jrg  by  anyjuil,  ver- 
tuous,  or  laudable  means.  And  thefe  new  rifings 
I  could  wifn  to  be  of  more  reputation  then  they 
feem  robe  efteem'd  of,  cuher  by  others,  or  tlicnr- 
fclves  that  fb  rife ;  as  is  apparent  by  many  of  their 
doings,  who  intrude  themfeli^es  into  marks  of  An- 
tiquity, and  fetting  forth  of  defcents ,  wherein 
they  are  yet  fain  many  time?  either  to  counterfet, 
or  elfe  to  derive  themlelves  from  fome  poor  pa- 
rents, which  they  (either  truly,  or  by  iiirmize) 
alledge  to  have  defcended  from  fome  antient  fa- 
mily, and  that  have  been  by  fome  accident  or  o- 
ther  in  former  time  decayed  :  wherein  me  thinks' 
men  do  greatly  milfake  the  matter,  for  that  (in 
my  opinion  )  a  man  that  is  but  of  mean  paren- 
tage and  rifeth  by  commendable  means,  is  equi- . 
vale^it  to  him  that  rifeth  from  a  decayed  family, 
namely  when  his  faid  parent  hath  been  over- 
thrown for  offence,  as  many  times  they  aller.dge 
in  plain  terms.  And  I  could  wifli  that  every  man 
that  raiieth  a  Houle  by  his  good  indufiry,  fliould 
be  honoured  with  fome  flich  Badge  or  Mark,  as 
fliould  be  anfwerable  to  the  quality  of  his  rlfing  , 
and  not  every  man  of  what  condition  fbever  they 
be,  to  entrudc  themfelves  into  the  figns  and  marks 
of  fbuldiers,  and  fiich  as  [ollow  th€  held  with 
martial  exploits. 

Some  people  alfo  there  are  that  be  fb  precife, 
as  that  thry  do  difallow  altogether  the  letting 
forth  of  any  memory  of  well     defervlng  men,  . 

which 
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which  have  (hewed  rhemfelves  valiant  either  in 
the  a6l  of  Rehgion,  theii;  Princes  (ervice,  or  de- 
fence of  then-  Country  ,  neither  allowing  their 
pofterity  to  fet  forth  any  memory  of  their  praiies, 
nor  (uftering  any  monuments  or  garnifhments  to 
remain  of  their  Burials ;  as  tho  it  were  a  matter 
ofteni]ve  to  God  to  have  good  men  well  ipoken 
of,  or  their  valorous  doings  by  their  obiequies 
either  reverenc'd,_  or  by  any  records  remembred. 
To  fuch  men  I  have  not  thought  it  amiis  to 
fiiew  them  their  error  by  direding  them  to  fuch 
places  of  Scripture  as  do  not  only  tolerate  and 
allow  of  (uch  aclions,  but  alfo  praife  and  com- 
mend the  doing  thereof,  and  in  fbme  (brt  charge 
and  command  the  fame  to  be  done,  whereby  both 
they  may  (  if  they  be  not  oblf  inate )  reform 
their ^  miiconceived  opinions,  and  others  may  be 
. fortify ed  in  their  praifeful  endeavours  towards 
the  honouring  of  vertuous  and  worthy  men,  ta 
the  animating  of  pofterity  to  imitate  their  lauda- 
ble actions ;  iithence  indeed  the  chiefeft  matter 
that  Itirreth  up  n^en  to  do  well  next  their  Zeal 
to  God,  and  the  love  of  vcrtue  it  {hU]  is  to  think 
that  not  only,  their  fouls  {hall  be  rewarded  with 
the  mercies  of  God,  but  aKb  that  their  doinf^s 
(hall  be  had  in  a  reverent  remembrance  with  the 
reports  of  all  good  men'  that  fliall  fpcak  of 
them. 

And  firfl:,that  the  uf]ng,bearing  and  fettnig  forth 

of  Banners,  Enligns  and   Marks  of  Armory   are 

D  allov/able 
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allowable  by  the  facred  fcriptures,  it  appearcth 
by  the  holy  Evangelift  Saint  Luke  recording  the 
peregrination  of  Saint  Paul^  and  fpeaking  of  Ar- 
mory without  reprehenfion  (  which  he  would  not 
have  done  had  the  u(e  thereof  been  offenfive  ) 
in  this  Ibrt  : 

(  A61.  Apoft.  cap.  ^ 8.  V.  1 1 .  )  Tofi  menfes  autem 
tres  naviga'vimus  in  nav't  Akxandrina^  qua  in 
infula  Hjemaverat  cui  erat  infigne  Cafiorum.  And 
after  three  months  we  departed  in  a  Ship  of 
Alexandria^  which  had  wintered  in  the  Ifle, 
whole  Signs  was  Cafior  and  Pollux. 

And  in  the  book  of  f^meri^  God  by  his  pro- 
phet Moyfes  commandeth  his  people  of  Ifrael  to 
devide  and  difpofe  themfelves  into  companies  by 
their  EnfignS  and  iDanneCiSJ  fpeaking  unto  them 
in  thefe  words  : 

(Num.  Cap.^.  v.I.^)  Locutufque  efi  Dominus 
ad  Moyfen  &'  Aaron,  dicens^  finguli^  pr  turmas^ 
Signa,  atque  vexilla,  C^  domos  cognationum  fuarunjy 
cafira-metabuntur^  fiUorum  Ifrael  fer  Gyrum  taher- 
naculi  feeders.  And  the  Lord  fpake  unto  Moyfes^ 
and  unto  Aaron  faying.  Every  man  of  the  chil- 
dren of  IfiM  fhail  pitch  by  their  own  Standard, 
with  the  Enfign  of  their  father's  houfe,  far  off' 
about  the  Tabernacle  of  the  Congregation  (liall 
rhey  pitch. 

So  that  by  this  you  may  fee,  that  as  thefe 
matters  be  no  new  inventions  of  men,  fb  they 
are  alio  things  allowable  by  the  word  of  God. 

Neither 
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Neither  do  Ohfequies  or  monuments  enfuing  wor- 
thy a6ls  want  the  authority  of  Scriptures,  for 
in  the  book  of  Numeri  it  is  written  thus  :

And  the  officers  which   were   over 
thoufands  of  the  Hoil:,  the  Captains  of  thoufands 
and  Captains  of  hundreds  came  near  unto   Mofes 
and  fayd  thy  fcrvants  have  taken  the  fumme  of  the 
men  of  war,  which  are  under  the  chardge,  and 
there  lacketh  no  one  man  of  us ;  we  have  there- 
fore brought  an  oblation  for  the  Lord,  what  eve- 
ry man  hath  gotten,  of  Jewels  of  Gold,  Chains, 
and   Bracelets,  Ear-rings,  and   Tablets,  6cc.  and 
brought  it   into    the   Tabernacle  ot    the  Con- 
gregation j  for  a  memorial   for  the  children  of 
Jfrael  before  the  Lord.     1  51  OGGl 
And  in  another  place  of  Numeri  thus  ; 
(  Num.  cap.  16,  v.  3  6.  )  Locutuff,  eH  Dowinus 
ad  Moyfen  dicensy  fracife  Eliazaro  fiio  Aaron  fa^ 
cerd9tiy  ut  tollat  Thuribula  qua  jacent  in  incendio, 
&  ignemhuc  iUucque   dij^ergat :  &c.  froducatque 
eainlaminas,  &  affigat  alt  an  :  &c.  ut  cernantea 
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p'ofigm  &  monmento  fiUj  Ifrael.    And  the  Lord 
ipake  unto   Mojes,  faying ,  Speak  unto  Eleaz,er^ 
the  Ton  of  Aaron  the  Prieft,  that  he  take  up  the 
Cen(ers  out  oi:  the  burning,  and  fcatter  thou  the 
hre  yonder  &c.  Let   them  make  broad  plates  for 
a  covering  of  the  Altar  &c.  and  they    ihail   be  a 
Ijgn  unto  the  children  Ifrael. 
•   Alio  in  the  book  of  Jcjlma  I  find  thefe  words  :

fhall  anfwer  them  that  the  waters  o(  Jordan  were 
cut  off  before  the  ark   of  the  covenant  of  the 
Lord  when  it  pafled  over  Jordan  ;  the  v/aters  of 
Jordan  were  cut  off  •  and  thefe  Hones  fhall  be  tor 
•A  memorial  unto  the  children  of  Ifrael  for  ever. 

(Num. 
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'  CNum.  cap.2  7.  v.8  )  And  for  the  difpofing 
of  heritages  it  is  written  thus.  Homo  cum  mcr- 
tuus  fmyit  abfq-^  filio,  ad  fiUa?n  ejus  tranfibk  hare- 
ditas  ;  fifiUam  non  hahmnt^  habebit  fuccef^ores  fra- 
trs  fuos  5  quod  fi  &  fratres  non  fuerint,  dabkis  h<^' 
reditatemfratribus  ^atris  ejus -^  fin  autem  nee  fatruos 
habuerit^  dabitur  haredkas  his  qm  ei  proximi  (unt, 
Erifque  hoc  filtjs  Ifracl  fanBum  lege  ferfetua  ficut 
precept  Dom'mus  Moyfi.  If  a  man  dy  and  have  no 
fbn,  then  ye  fhall  caufe  his  inheritance  to  pais 
unto  his  di^ughters :  And  if  he  have  no  daughter, 
then  ye  ihall  give  his  inheritance  unto  his  Bre- 
thren :  and  if  he  have  no  Brethren,  then  ye  Ihall 
give  his  inheritance  unto  his  fithers  Brethren  : 
And  if  his  father  have  no  Brethren,  then  ye  {hall 
give  his  inheritance  unto  his  kinfinan,  that  is  next 
to  him  of  his  family,  aud  he  fhall  poffefs  it : 
and  it  iliall  be  unto  the  children  of  Ifrael  a  fta- 
tute  of  judgment  as  the  Lord  commanded  Mo- 
fes. 

(Num.  cap.i^.  v.i.  and  v.  5-.  )  And  for  the 
coUeftion  of  Genealogies^  thus  faith  God  to  Mofes 
and  Eleaz,ar  :  Numerate  omnem  [ummam  filiorum 
Krael  a  "viginti  annis  &*  fupra^  per  demos  d^  cog- 
nationes  fuas^  cuntlos  qui  pojjunt  ad  bella  prccedere :

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from  twenty  years  old  and  upwards,  as  the  Lord 
commanded  Mofes  and  rlie  children  of  Ifrael  (ac- 
cording to  their  families  and  kindred,  all  that 
were  able  for  warr ;  Reuben  the  eldell  Ton  of 
Ifrael :  The  children  of  Reuben^  Hanoch^  of 
whom  Cometh  the  family  of  the  Hanochttes  :  of 
P^Zf^;/,  the  family  o^Tallmtes:  of  Hefrcn  the  fa- 
mily of  the  Hefronites. 

And  for  a  further  proof  of  the  recording  of 
Genealogies^  it  is  to  be  confidered  how  diligent  the 
fimie  hath  been  obferved  through  the  whole 
courfe  of  the  Scriptures,  as  the  delcents  from  A- 
dam  to  l^oey  and  from  'Noe  to  Abraham^  &c, 
do  fuiticiently  teftify.  And  more,  that  with  the 
fpirit  of  truth  the  Genealogy  of  Chrift  our  Saviour 
and  redeemer,  as  concerning  his  humanity,  is 
^Ifo  by  the  writing  of  his  holy  Evangehfts  moll 
plainly  and  fincerely  remembred  and  fet  down. 
All  thefe  things  being  therefore  by  the  Scriptures 
of  God  (the  decider  of  all  controverfiies)  proved 
and  declared :  Your  Lordfhips  may  fee  that  the 
bearing  of  Arms,  raifmg  and  advancing  of  Stan- 
dards^ Banners  and  Enfignsy  uling  of  Obfequiesj 
txtck'mgoi Monument s^Y^moYmg  and  rcgeftring  of 
Tedtgreesj  and  Dcicents,  have  joyned  to  the  anti- 
ent cuftoms  and  laws  both  oF  this  Land  and  all 
other  nations,  the  authority  of  Gods  word,  being 
very  well  accompanied  with  difcretion,  rcafbn, 
and  judgment  j  for  God  having  by  his  ■  f-icred 
iniliturion  ordained  Kingdom?,    Provinces,    and 

Seignories, 
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Seignorlcs,  and  that  over  them  Kings,   Princes 
and  Magillrates,^fhall  command,  rule,  and  govern 
his  people,  to  the  end  chiefly  that  his  heavenly 
Klncrdom  may  be  replenifhed   with  the  blefled 
fouls'"  of  hisfervants,  for  the  inftruaing  whereof 
he  hath  alfo  ordained   his  holy  Church,  and  the 
Bifhops,  paftors  and  minifters  of  the  fame,  which 
Biftiops  and  other  fpiritual  officers  cannot  fo  well 
enform  his  Chriftian  people   without  the  aid  of 
the  faid  Kings  and  temporal  Lords :  neither  ^  can 
they   govern    their    particular   Countries  either 
from  the  invafion  of  outward  tyrants  or  inward 
Rebels,  but  through  the  ufe  of  their  fword^  of 
juftice,  which  (word  cannot  be  exercifed  agamlt 
unruly  perfons  being  of  ftrength,  wanting  men 
skilful  in  martial    Difcipline,  who   cannot  ma- 
nao-e  thofe  affairs  but  by  mean  of  the   aforefaid 
Arms  and  Enfigns,  in  manner  as  before   I  have 
more  largjely  expreffed. 

And  in  like  fort  as  Princes,  great  Lords,  Judges, 
Mao-Iflrates  and  Governours ,  do  ufe  to  wear 
faci?d  Robes  of  gold,  purple,  fcarler,  and  other 
ornaments  and  apparel  ^  not  to  take  pndc  in,  or 
for  any  vain  oftentation  or  (how  ^  but  only  that 
they  may  be  diflinguiflied  from  the  inferior  peo- 
ple, to  the  end  that  a  reverent  regard  may  be 
had  of  them  in  rcfpeft  of  the  high  office  which 
under  God  here  on  earth  they  bear. 

And  as  thefe  things  no  man  of  any  reafon  will 
o-ainfay,  fo  1  fee  not  but  as  well  may  their  jull: 
°  \)  A  veitucs 
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verrues  and  good  goverment  be  remembred  with 
Funerals,  Ohfequies  ,  and  Monuments,  after  their 
deceafe,  whereby  fuch  as  fuceeed  in  government 
may  alfo  be  had  in  more  high  citimation,  and  a 
tair  example  is  thereby  given  them  to  imitate  the 
regiment  of  their  predeceiTors, 

Likewifc  doth  the  Regifiring  of  defcents  carry 
With  It  reafon  joined  to  authority  and  cuftom  ; 
ior  as  by  Gods  law  there  is  commanded  a  pri- 
yiledge  of  enheritance  to  the  firll  begotten  of 
JJrael,  and  fo  for  want  of  Tons  to  the  females,  and 
h'om  them  to  others  anfwerabie  to  the  proximity 
or  their  blood  and  kindred,  which  with  the  laws 
Oi  this  land,  and  of  moll:  nations  do  concur  and 
agree;  it  doth  welhftand  with  peaceful  govern- 
ment for  the  avoiding  of  contentions  which  may 
rife  for  want  of  records,  to  teftify  the  truth  of 
mens  titles  to  their  enheritances,  that  Ge7udo^m 
^ndFcdcgrees,  (houid  be  enrolled  and  kept  in  re- 
membrance. 

1  have  my  good  Lords  Hood  the  longer  upon 
this  point ,  for  that  of  late  travelling  through 
lome  countries  of  this  Land,  and  having  a  deffre 
to  fee  the  Mom?mnts  of  antiqukj  wlikh.  have  re-  ' 
mained  in  fiich  places  as  I  palled  by,  for  which 
CAufe  as  otherwife  I  many  times  reforted  to 
Cnurchesand  other  houfes  to  fatisfy  my  alfcaion, 
i  i-oundthat  many  Moniments  both  of  Bm-ialsand 
m  glafs  were  fo  broken  and  defaced,  that  vnetb 
may  be  had  any  knowledge  what  the  fragments 

remaining 
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remaining  did  fignify  :  and  enquiring  of  the  in- 
habitants how  it  came  to  pafs  that  thofe  things 
were  ib  blemifiied,  they  made  report  that  certain 
perfbns,  delighting  as  may  (cem  in  novelty,  for  i 
they  can  abide  no  mark  of  Antiquity,  had  de- 
faced the  fame.  Thefe  men  that  take  upon  them 
to  be  reformers,  whole  defires  are  great  through 
the  Angularity  and  pride  they  have  in  their  own 
wits  and  underftandings,  weening  thcmfelves  to 
be  very  wife,  where  indeed  they  are  very  fimple^ 
and  only  look  but  into  the  abufes  of  things, 
and  do  not  fee  into  the  grounds  and  depth  of  the 
reafbns  and  caufes  for  which  good  ordinances 
were  made,  go  about  to  find  faults,  where  many 
times  none  are  ;  but  if  peradventure  they  hap 
to  find  an  ordinance  well  made  mifiifed ,  then 
ftreight  never  feek  they  to  reform  the  abufe  , 
but  by  their  wills,  down  goeth  ordinance  and 
all,  fiich  is  their  infblency,  rafhnefs,  and  want  of 
judgment. 

It  were  well  done  therefore  my  good  Lords, 
and  I  could  v/ifh  that  your  Honours  having  fome- 
timcs  accefs  to  her  Majeily,  and  oftentimes  con- 
ference with  my  Lords  of  her  privy  Councei , 
fhould  enform  her  Highnef:,  and  their  Honours 
of  the  (aid  abufes  committed,  and  to  be  thereby 
a  mean  that  thefe  fimple  fellows  taking,  upon 
them  to  be  reformers,  might  be  reformed  them- 
selves, 
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felves,  and  both  kept  from  destroying  of  good 
ordinances,  and  be  punifhed  for  their  offences  in 
that  behalf  committed. 

In  the  mean  time  yet  fhall  I  defire  that  Honoura- 
ble perfbnages  will  look  better  to  the  MoniweuPs 
of  their  anceftors,  by  corre6ling  the  deftroyers 
thereof,  and  therein  to  imitate  the  laudable  a6ti- 
ons  of  William  Fleenvood^  Serjeant  at  the  Law, 
and  Recorder  of  the  City  of  London^  who  being 
commifsioner  amongft  others  for  the  vifitatlon 
of  caufes  Ecclefiaftical,  by  the  Princes  authority* 
by  vertue  thereof  imprifoned  certain  wilful  per- 
fbns  that  had  defaced  the  Moniment  of  Queen 
Katherine  Dowyger  at  l^tCtetlJOtOllg^,  until  fuch 
time  as  they  had  reformed  the  fame,  which  thing 
was  through  his  good  endeavour  reedified  and 
perfe6]:ed  again,  and  lb  rcmaineth  to  this  day  : 
for  although  Ibme  hapily  fee  Handing  thofe  of 
their  own  parents,  yet  it  were  good  they  (liould 
fbrfee  that  no  others  be  pulled  down  ;  for  that 
there  is  not  to  be  looked  for  but  that  fuffering 
fuch  injuries  to  reft  unpuniflied,  the  doers  there- 
of will  in  time  grow  more  infblent,  and  have  a 
caft  to  overthrow  theirs  alfb. 

And  now  being  in  fpeech  of  Monimimts^  I 
cannot  but  remember  their  ignorance  who  make 
fmall  account  of  any  anceftor  except  before 
the  Conqucft ,     weening  that   all  that  lie  crofi- 

legged 
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legged  t  Co  were  :  and  that  all  antient  evidence 
without  date  is  the  like  :  whereas  the  one  was 
not  had  in  ufe  until  after  the  Palefiine  wars,  and 
the  other,  fuch  as  be  fealed,  be  aifb  fince  *  the 
Conqueft  ,  for  I  could  never  fee  nor  hear  of  any 
that  had  leen  (ealed  deed,  but  the  fame  was  made 
fithence  the  Conqueft  of  this  Land,  when  the  u(e 
(as  I  take  it  )  of  feahng  with  wax  iirft  began  in 
England. 

But  thefe  men  will  not  ftoop  one  jot  under  the 
Conqueft,  telling  many  fables  of  their  anceftors 
then  pre^rving  their  Hou{c5,  Honours,  and  Ar- 
mories, forgetting  quite  that  it  is  much  more 
glorious  and  honourable  to  be  defcended  from 
a  moft  famous    nation  conquering  ,    then  fuch 

people 


"t  Such  as  he  Crofs-legg'd  are  thofe  who  were  in  the 
v^ars  of  the  Holy  Land^  or  njowed  to  go  and  ivere 
fre'vented  by  death.  In  the  Collegiate  Church  of

Turpefrat  ^vinci^  o^ukm  co?jt€ndiJJe  decorum  efi^ 
Magnaque  dat  itohts  ta7ttas  [olat'ta  "vtBor. 
So  that  if  they  have  any  thing  praife -worthy  left 
to  brag  of,  it  it  that  they  well  contended  with 
lb  puiiknt  conquerors,  which  were  then   in  their 
time  as  wife,  glorious,  and  famous  a  nation  as  were 
in  the  whole  World  to  be  found. 

Another  (brt  there  be  not  much  more  skilful, 
who  if  they  fee  any  Armory,  ftraight  enter  into 
the  comparifon  of  the  fairneft  thereof :  and  foul 
and  falle  is  it,  if  mettal  lie  upon  mettal  alone,  'jjx 
colour  upon  colour ;  And  yet  I  could  wifh  we 
fliould  never  have  more  difhonourable  men  nor 
v/orfe  (buldiers  then  have  (b  born  their  Armory  : 
for  to  omit  that  worthy  Godfrey^  and  that  Mack 
Mcrife  King  of  Lymfi'cr  in  Ireland^  whole  on- 
ly daughter  and  heir  was  married  to  Richard 
Strojighoive  Earl  of  Fenhrook^  and  bare  in  a  hlack 
jJjicld  a  redran^png  Lion  ;  of  our  own  Sir  Richard 
Sanhach  of  ^iinbtlC^  in  Cbesjhire^  Sir  JViUiam  Wah- 
hirge  of  OTi,lU!5it00  in  Darl?i(hire  ,  two  valiant 
]<.aights,  yet  both  bare  colour  upon  colour.  PaP 
ling  the  number  ol  examples,  I  will  recite  the 
words  of  mine  Author  fpeaking  of  the  adven- 
tures ot  a  brave  Knight  in  the  company  of  Sir  Ro- 
S^ri:  Canole  refting  by  Far  is.

This  Knight  having  vowed  to  flrike  with  his 
launce  on  the  barriers  of  the  city,  performed  it, 
and  then  the  words  be  thefe  :  Celluy  cheualkr  ie 
Tie  [ca  comment  il  auoit  mm  ne  de  quel  fays  il  tfioit 
•mats  s  armcit  a  gueuUes  a  de  deux  foules  noyeres 
et  vne  bordure  noyre  non  endcnte.  And  although 
I  grant  they  be  not  (b  well  to  be  difcerned,  as 
when  metal  and  colour  be  varied  the  one  with  the 
other  j  yet  fithence  the  number  be  great  of  moil 
worthy  men  that  have  born  their  Arms  in  (uch 
manner,  I  will  efteem  their  marks  as  honoura- 
;  ble  as  the  reft,  and  never  impute  any  falfity  to 
them. 

And  this  kind  of  men  alfb  commonly  difcant 
upon  the  proportion,  nature,  and  quality  of  the 
device,  as  if  the  name  of  Btchard  were  better 
then  Robert ,  and  Ralfh  better  then  Roger  ,  and  m 
their  conceits  the  Eagle  or  Faulcon  are  the  faireil 
birds  to  be  born  of  all  feathered  fowls,  and  fb  of 
other  the  like :  when  indeed  except  for  the 
reverence  dut  to  the  Bearers,  who  do  honour 
their  bearings  by  their  renown,  vertue  andvalure, 
otherwile  there  is  no  difference  in  the  fairnefs 
of  marks ;  but  that  thofe  only  are  to  be  prefer- 
red which  be  eaiiell:  to  be  perceived,  difcerned, 
and  known  to  be  the  lame  things  they  be  marked 
out  for  ;  And  therefore  the  Cafitale  of  Beufz, 
black  Midas  head  with  his  fair  long  Aiie-ears, 
was  as  good  a  crelf,  as  Sir  yohn  Cbandos  chlf- 
tmns  head  p-ofcr  in  a  v^bite  fiarffe  goodly  envel- 

loppcd : 
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lopped ;  And  as  fair  a  coat  is  Hopwells^  being 
three  red  Hares  playing  on  Bagpipes  in  a  fil^jer  (hieUy 
as  Newinton  which  bare  d^  Az^ure  three  Eglets  d* 
Argent  dijplaid. 

And  now  me  thinks  I  hear  fbme  that  efteem 
me  to  mendj  and  become  more  fine,  skilful!,  and 
Herauld-like  in  my  emblazons,  as  ufing  the 
French  phraies  of  d^azyer  d^  cV argent^  who  think, 
I  doubt  not,  but  that  I  have  committed  a  great 
error  for  want  of  ufing  the  faid  French  phrales 
in  my  emblazons  ,  notwithftanding  I  will  joyn 
in  opinion  with  fuch  as  efteem  it  to  be  more  pro- 
per to  fpeak  and  u(c  EngUJlj  terms  and  phrafes  in  an 
Englifh  book  dedicated  to  Englllhmenjthcn  French 
or  Latin,  otherwKe  than  cited  authority  leadeth. 

Thus  far  from  Mr.  Erdfwike  publifht  by  Mr, 
Wyrley, 

I  come  now  to  what  that  moft  expert  Herauld 
Robert  Glower  Somerfet  hath  fayed  upon  this  fub- 
je61:  of  Differences,  in  his  Book  De  Origtne  C^ 
Antiquitate  Armormn,  d^c.

With  us  in  England,  there  hath  been  a  three- 
fold Difference  obierved  in  Arms  ;  that  is  to  fay 
of  the  Chiefs,  or  Principals ,  for  thofe  of  Conian- 
guinity  •  and  of  Strangers. 

The  principal  Differences  are  a  Lahell  ^  or 
ftring  with  points ,  or  pendents  unlike  ;  fbme- 
times  plain  ,  and   ibmetinies  changed. 

The  Border,  or  plain  fillet,  componed,  or  di- 
ftinguifhed  by  Endenting,  or  Engrailing,  which 
are  called  the  Trmapal  Vtjftrences  j  becaufe  they 
are  never  feen  in  Arms,  or  deiigned,  but  for  Dif- 
fire?Kes.      ---y. 

The  Differences  for  fuch  as  are  of  Ccnfa?iguirdty^ 
are  a  Crejcent^  a  Mullet ^  a  Martlet^  an  Annulet j  a 
Floii^cr  de  Ljs^  and  the  hke,  which  are  called  D'l}- 
ftrences  of  kinlinen  ^  becaufe  they  are  defigned 
and  ftrve  for  thofe  which  aredefcended  from  one 
and  the   fame  ftock  :    as  for  example,  a  younger 

Ion, 
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fbn,  whilfl  he  continues  a  Batcheler  and  not  mar- 
ried, he  is  known  by  bearing  his  Fathers  Arms 
with  fuch  a  finall  diitin^bion  or  difference.  And 
amongft  many  Brothers,  to  the  end  that  each  of 
them  may  be  difcern'd  and  knov/n  from  another 
by  his  Arms  in  Battels,  and  warlike  Expeditions, 
and  fpecially  as  to  their  primogeniture  and  prehe- 
minence,  they  bore  the  Arms  of  the  Houie  and 
Family,  whence  they  fprung,  with  fuch  a  fmall  . 
Diftindion.  But  afterwards,  when  married,  and 
had  children,  being  Heads  of  new  Families,  they 
quitted  thofe  former  minute  and  petty  Differences, 
they  bore  the  Arms  of  their  Houfe  with  a  Lakli^ 
Bordnrej  garter.  Bend,  or  fomc  other  greater 
diftin6lion  or  addition,  which  thenceforth  might 
evidently  diilinguifli  them  and  their  Family  from 
the  original  Houie  and  Stock  from  whence  they 
were  defcended.  Such  being  the  true,  naturals 
and  'genuine  ufe  of  Arms,  that  each  Family  and 
Kindred  might  be  known  and  diftinguifht  from 
one  another  ;  that  being  doubtlels  the  caufe  for 
which  they  were  at  firft  devifed. 

As  to  the  Di&rences  of  Strangers,  they  were 
Barrpikts,  Bends,  Fejjes,  Che'vcro7is ,  or  capital 
marks  ;  Taks,  (garters,  and  the  hke,  which  are 
faid  to  be  the  Badges  and  marks  of  Strangers ; 
becaufe  it  is  lawful  for  a  Stranger  of  any  Houfe 
or  Family  to  bear  his  Arms  with  theie  kind  of 
diftindlions  and  differences,  without  doing  injury 
or  giving  offence  to  any. 

E  But 
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Bat  thefe  DlfFeyences  being  grown  out  of  ule  ; 
now  adays  younger  Sons  do  not  only  retain  thcfe 
petty  Diftinclions  of  CreJcentSy  Mullets,  Martlets^ 
Annulets,  and  Flowers,  but  tranfmit  them  to  their 
pofterity  ',  whence  it  is,  that  the  Diftin6i:ion  and 
proper  knowledg  of  feveral  Families,  which  had 
wont  to  be  perlpicuous  by  the  bearings  in  their 
Arms,  is  now  totally  confounded  and  obfcured. 

Hereunto  I  (hall  add  what  the  moil  learned 
Camden  ,  (bmetimcs  Clarencieux  King  of  Arms, 
hath  expreis'd  as  to  this  point  : 

*  "  No  Gentlemen  ought  to  bear  their  Diffe-^ 
^^  rences  in  Armory,  other  wife  then  the  Office  of 
*'  Armory  requireth :  And  when  younger  Brethren 
"  do  marry,  creel,  and  eftablifh  new  Houfes,  are 
*'  accordingly  to  bear  their  Arms  with  fuch  Di- 
^'^  l-m6lions  and  Differences,  that  they  may  be 
^^  kiu  wn  from  their  elder  Families,  out  of  which 
*^  rhey  were  defcended  ,  the  King  of  Arms  of  the 
"  Province  to  be  confulted  withal  1,  and  fuch  Dif- 
''  ferenccs  l:-  Houles  arc  to  be  afligned  and  eila- 
"  biiiL'd  by  his  privity  and  confent,  that  fb  he 
*'  may  advife  them  to  the  bcft,  and  keep  record 
"  thereof  3  otherwife  Gentlemen  may  either  hurt 
"  themfeives,  by  taking  fuch  a  Difference  as  Ihail 
"  prejudice  the  chief  Houlc  from  whom  they  are 
"  delcended.

It  is  not  at  all  lawful  for  feveral  perfons  to  bear 
one  and  the  fame  Arms,  without  a  due  Difference ; 
no  not  to  thofe  of  the  fame  family  though  they  be 
Brothers  thereof,  Xo 
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To  the  chief  of  the  family,  the  Intire  Arms 
without  any  difference  do  belong,  but  the  yoim- 
p-er  branches  are  to  have  their  refpedive  Difte- 
lences,  and  bear  them  in  the  midft  of  the  upper 
part  of  the  Efcccheon,  according  to  Lee^  which 
Wnothefley  (  a  Herauld  under  K.  Edw.  4th  )  af- 
firms to  be  of  his  devifmg. 

To  the   eldeil  fon,  in  his  fathers  hfe  time,  was 
afsigned  a  Lahello^  three  points  j  but  if  his  grand-  . 
father  was  living,  with  five  points,  ever  different, 
if  wc  give  credit  to  Lee. 

Which  ( like  a  Coronet )  the  Labells  hanging 
at  it,  is  therefore  afsigned  to  the  eldeft  fon,  that 
as  he  is  the  glory  of  the  family  he  may  fcem 
to  be  adorned  above  the  reft. 

Anticntly  this  diftindion  was  conferred  on  the 
fecond,  third  or  fourth,  either  by  different  colour, 
or  number  of  the  LaheUs. 

To  the  fecond  Brother  they  afsigned  a  Crejcent: 
to  the  third  a  Mullet  of  five  points  j  to  the 
fourth  a  Martlet-^  to  the  fifth  an  Jmulet  j  to  the 
fixth  a  Floiver  de  Lys.  _^ 

And  by  thefe  Differences  the  lix  fons  ot  Tho- 
mas  Beauchamp  the  XIIII  Earl  of  mrwi^k,  (  who 
died  in  the  thirty  fourth  year  of  K.  Ed'W.  3.} 
are  fhewed  forth  in  an  old  window  of  the  Church 
of  St.  Mary  at  Wanvick  ',  fo  that  you  may  fee  that 
this  ufage  is  ancient.  rxr    r 

Some  who  have  written  in  the  time  oi  K.Henry 
the  feventh,  have  diftinguifht  the  Heir  hmifeit 
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by  a  Crefcent,  that  by  the  acceffion  of  Light  they 
might  fhcw  that  the  inheritance  was  coming  to 

And  to  the  fecond  Brother,  whom  they  take  to 
be  the  third  boundary  of  the  family  C  attribu- 
ting the  firft  to  the  father  ,  and  the  fecond  to 
the  har)  they  afsign  a  LaheR  of  thres  totnts : 
To  the  tbrd  a  Z^W  of  four  pints ;  and  to  the 
nkh  a  Labell  of  fiue  Points. 

But  none  of  thefe  knd  of  Dillinaions  were 
ufed  amongft  the  Antients  ;  Who  ftudving  appa- 
rent and  perfpicuous  Differences,  often  inverted 
the  paternal  colour^  fometimes  augmented  th^ 
particukr  chardge  in  the  fhield  ;  fometimes 
climimOimg  the  fame;  and  fometimes  infertin^r 
another  fort  of  bearing,  efpecially  from  the  mo""- 
ther;  but  fometmies  totally  quitting  their  pa- 
ternal Arms,  and   alfuming   new. 

But  if  the  rGfpedive  branches  of  the  family 
did  retain  their  Anceflors  Arms,  then  they  did 
me  apparent  and  confpicuous  Differences  either 
by  LabeUs,  Bends,  Borders,  Qiiarters,  Cantons  or 
the  like. 

Examples  whereof  we  have  almoft  all  in  one 
tamily. 

As  in  that  of  k  Strange ,    fometimes  famous 

tor  their  valour  in  themarfhes  of  IFales  ;  whereof 

there  were  three  diftin6l  Barons ;  who  h^d^^lrJld 

gules,  with  two  Lyons  fajfant  Argent,  which  John 

k 
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h  Strange  the  fourth  Baron  of  KUOCbpit,  as  the 
chief  of  that  houfe,  did  bear. 

But  Fulke  k  Strange^  Baron  of  Corf  ham  and 
Blakmere,  who  delcended  from  the  Grandfather 
of  the  faid  yohn,  by  a  third  ion,  inverted  the 
colours,  bearing  in  a  field  Argent ,  two  Lyons 
pajjant  gules. 

Likewile  Roger  le  Strange  Baron  of  Ellefmere, 
who  defccnded  from  the  fame  grandfather  by  a 
fourth  ion,  bore  the  iame  Arms,  with  a  Border 
engraykd  Or, 

Alio  Roger  his  father,  after  he  had  marryed 
Maud  z\it  daughter  oiWiUiamde  Beauchamp,  bore 
njne  Crof-croflets  ylrge?tt  betwixt  his  (ilver-lyons. 

Moreover  Hamon  le  Strange^  who  deicended 
from  the  iaid  John  the  fourth,  by  a  fifth  fon,  bore 
the  Arms  of  his  Brother,  John  the  fixth  Baron  of 
Kncckyn^  with  a  Bendlet  Or  •  and  fixing  himfclf  at 
Hunjlafiton  in  Norfolk  ( which  he  obtained  in 
the  year  1509  from  John  his  Brother  )  was  the 
original  of  that  worthy  family,  which  doth  flill 
remain  there,  bearing  the  iame  Difference. 

But  the  fayd  John  le  Strange  the  fixth  Baron  of 
Knockjn^  did  (ometime  environ  his  J^yons  with  an 
Orle  of  Martlets^  as  by  his  Seals  are  to  be  ieen. 

At  the  fame  time  another  John  le  Strange^  who 
was  Lord  of  Ercalene  (  in  Shropflnre )  bor'e  the 
Axm^o'^ Roger  le  Strange  o[  ElMmttt  with  2i  Bend- 
let  Az^ure. 

Which  kind  of  Differences,  as  many-do  affirm, 

are

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are  moft  worthy  of  commendation,  becaufe  as  mi- 
litary Badges,  firll:  ufed  for  diftinftion,  they  are 
much  more  difcernable. 

For  by  thefe  fmall  and  petty  Differences,  there 
IS  both  error  and  danger,  as  it  is  evident  by  thofe 
Hennovers  of  which  Frotfard  fpeakes ,  who  fight- 
ing under  the  Standard  of  WtUiam  de  Baikul , 
with  Barrs  Argent  and  Az.ure  counter  changed^  and 
over  them  two  Che^urons  gules  ftriving  to  repair 
thereto,  came  to  the  Standard  of  Robert  Batleul 
his  younger  Brother,  dilHnguifht  but  by  a  fmall 
golden-croj^,  which  occafioned  a  total  rout  to  them 
all,  whereby  they  paid  dear  for  their  miftake. 

I  do  therefore  fmile  at,  and  defpife  thefe  pettey 
Differences^  which  now  a  days  are  ufed  ;  whereas 
the  Arms  themfelves,  leaving  their  native  ftati- 
pns,  in  Shields,  Banners,  and  habiliments  of  warr, 
doth  now  chiefly  appear  in  Glals-windows  and 
fleight  houfhold  fluff,  where  the  largenefs  of  the 
diftin6lion  is  not  at  all  regarded.  ^ 


Having  now  done  with  thefe  Engltjh  WJiiters, 
let  us  hear  what  the  French  fay  thereto.

The  plain  Arms  are  relerved  to  the  eldeft  fbns, 
both  by  divine  and  humane  laws :  The  Cadets 
(or  younger  J  bear  the  fame  Arms,  but  with 
lome  Difference  of  inferiority  ,  w^hich  we  call 
Brifures  :  of  which  the  number  is  not  limitted, 
but  depends  upon  fancy. 

Some  take  Starrs  ,  CrefSents ,  Sunns  ,  Beafls^ 
Birds,  Flowers,  and  other  things,  put  moft  com- 
monly upon  the  dexter  Flanc  of  the  Elcocheon  ; 
upon  the  chcife  part  of  the  fame;  or  moving,  or 
iiiuing  thence.  Oihers  diEercnce  by  diminifhing 
the  peices  of  the  chardge,  or  changing  the  colours. 

But 
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But  moft  commonly  for  Brifnres  (  or  differen- 
ces) we  make  ufe  of  the  Lahell'^  the  Borduire-^ 
the  Orle  ;  the  Baton  ,  the  Bendy  or  Cottice^  which 
I  range  here  according  to  their  dignity :  For  we 
hold,  that  if  there  be  hve  puifnes  in  a  houfe,  the 
l^abell  belongs  to  the  firfl: ,  the  Bordme  to  the  fe- 
cond,  and  fb  of  the  reif . 

So  that  the  puifnes  of  the  firft  puifnes  for  dou- 
ble Cor  lub-brifures)  (hall  augment  the  pendents 
af  the  Lahell:  the  firft  with  one;  the  fecond 
with  two  :  the  reft  accordingly  to  the  number 
of  five. 

After  which,  for  Suh-hrifiires,  or  differences,  we 
muft  chardge  the  Lahell  with,  one  figure  or  another. 

The  Siih'hrifures  of  the  Bordure^  are  firft  of  all 
to  make  it  Engrailed. 

Secondly  to  chardge  it  with  Torteam^ox  Befants, 

Thirdly  to  Compone  {or  Gobcne  )  it.  And  finally 
to,  chardge  it  with  various  forts  of,  figures  or  with 
one  alone. 

The  fame  muft  be  done  with  the  other  (brt  of 
Brifures  or  differences. 

Note  that  the  French  Blazoners,  do,  by  Torte- 
aitxes  mean  Roundles  of  colors  :  And  by  Befants 
thofe  of  mettal ;  viz.  Si/i;er,  and  Gold,  ' 

The  book  of  Sf.  Albans  (aytb,  that  'Lahells  are 
excellent  Differences  \  as  with  three,  four,  five,  or 
more  points.  It  alfo  (peaks  of  Crof-crGjlets,  Mullets, 
or  the  like.  Likewife  o^Bor dares  changed,  in  form, 
or  in  color.  We 
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We  will   conclude  this  chapter  of  Arms,  and   ' 
Blazons  with   acknowledging  and  diftinguifliino- 
the  cldeft  (bns  from  the  younger  and  inferior. 

*  The  eldeft  are  known  and  difcerned  from  ^ 
the  other  by  the  plain  paternal  Arms  without  any  ■  i 
Brifiire  (  idefi  diminution  )  whatfoever,  except 
the  father  gave  the  fame  fb. 

It  is  ordinarily  feen  in  illullrious  and  moil  noble 
Houfes,  that  the  fecond  Ton  quartereth  the  fathers 
Arms,  with  them  of  his  mother :  but  this  occafi-  ' 
oneth  confufion  to  their  defcent  and  linage,  if  they 
have  irore  of  male  children  :
